poxsible, of coursed, that many of 
these business houses wre under 
tho impression that Uongkong is 
a Colony in which only tho barest 
nocossitios of lifycan be secured, 
and that pvoplo who live in it 
would bo likely to jump at the 
opportunity of securing modern 
goods from the West, A visit to 
this Colony would probably sur- 
priso such firms, for, thanks to 
local ontorprise, Hongkong folk 
oan nowadays purchase here on 
tho «pot the very bert that 
Europo and America’ fave to 
offer; whilst our principal stores 
would do-credit to many a big 
city at Home. The object of 
this comment,  howovor, is 
to stross the desirability of 
Hongkong people. dving their 
business with Hongkong firms, 
Shopping by post is mura or less 
unsatisfactory oven under the 
bout of conditions; itis immoasir- 
ably moro risky when the cus- 
tomor and tho seller happen to bo 
ton thousand miles or so apart.

RECORD. ; 


As wo astatod yostorday, Do- 
tootive Inepoctor I’. Apploton, of 
tho Hongkong Polico, departs on 
woll-oarnod ponsion by tho 5.5, 
Malwa to-morrow, 


Inspoctor Apploton has had 
ovor 30 years’ continuous sorvice 
undor tho Crown, having joined 
the B.M.L.L in July, 1894, and 
flrat arrived in Hongkong on 8th 
April, 1896, on board tho H.M.S. 
Narolssus, thon ono of the cruis- 
org on the China Station: Hoe put 
Inthroo years and cight months 
on thla Station, and during that 
poriod ho served in sovoral land- 
ing: partics. -Ho was ono of tho 
Marino Logation Guard at Scoul 
in 1897; wan also tho first- British 
sontry to do duty at Woi Hai 
Wai, and was ono of tho party of 
Marinos that took over that port 
from the Japanoso in May, 1898, 
Ho loft Hongkong on his ship on 
8th April, 1899, procoading to tho 
Chatham Headquartors, and whon 
volunteors woro wanted for tho 
Hongkong Police ho was onc of 
tho 40 solocted and arrived hore on 
tho ss. Goonfarg on 27th March, 
1900: Thore aro now only two 
moro loft in tho. Force out of 
thase 40 mon. 


During his 25 years’ service in 
the Foroo, Insapoctor Apploton 
has taken part in invostigating 
numorous criminal casos. Ho was 
promoted Lanco Sorgoant in 1904, 
Sorgoant in 1911 ond Inspector in 
1920, Ho was first attached to 
the C.1.D. 1908, until the latter 
ond of 1913, whon he went to 
Choung Chau whoro bo romainod 
until1919.

Inspector Appleton has had 
somo oxciting and also somo 
amusing oxporioncor, One 
amusing incidont worth montion- 
ing happoned whilo ho was on a 
raid aftor armed robbors at Wost 
Point in 1008 with Cc. DL. 
Hanson. Ho was told off to tho 
roof, whioh he gained through 
another houso late at night, and 
Chinose dotectives had boon also 
told off to go on tho roof of 
anothor house. Whon Inepoctor 
Apploton arrived at tho trap-door 
loading to tho house which tho 
robbors wero said to ba concealed, 
in, ho saw threo Chinoso looking 
down through tho trap-door, and, 
thinking thoy wore detectives 
who had arrived before him, 
ho wont up bohind thom and 
aad “Aro thoy thoro?” Tho 
Ingpector thon roaliséd that they 
woro throo of the robbers, and 
ho at onco soizod two of them 
and foreod thom down through 
tho trap-door into the arms of 
the late Inspector Torrett, who 
had slready arrived on tho floor. 
After picking up 4 stocking which 
contained part of the stolen 
praporty, Inspoctor Appleton 
followod tho third mon and 
arrosted him in tho top floor of 
anothor houso, to which point ho 
bad escaped.
